Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh spoke over a 
radio network on Sunday night. His general! 
subject was the needs of the United States in 
vne way of armed detensé, with par'ticuiar ref- 
erence to aviation. His remarks, however, cov- 
ered a wider range, including his opinions of 
the foreign policy of the government and the 
probable status of the United States after the 
war in Europe is over. 

Colonel Lindbergh, like every citizen in a free 
country, has a right to express his opinions. 
Freedom of speech assures this, whether the
